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PREFACE 

Cassell^s popular School Dictionary was first published 
in April 1904 as a careful abridgment, prepared by 
M. de V. Payen-Payne, of Cassell’s New French Dictionary. 
Since then, while passing through more than thirty 
editions, it has been continually revised and brought up 
to date, making it (within the limits of its size) a thoroughly 
reliable work of reference. The present text has been 
entirely reset and undergone a further extensive revision 
by Alfred do Curzon, B. es L. 

In the French section of this Dictionary phonetic 
symbols are used to indicate the correct pronunciation of 
each word, and a full key to these symbols will be found 
on p. vii.. The script designed by the International 
Phonetic Association has been adopted, as best suited for 
common use and the most frequently employed.
